Washington, June 15—(/P)—A COM'' 
gressional committee said today 
"unfortunate" broadcasts went out 
on the "voice of America" because 
the State Department was "negli- 
gent' and the National Broadcast- 
ing Company failed to use "ordi- 
nary safeguards.'

Reds Decide to 
Attend Danube 
River Parley 


Washington, June 15 —f/P) So- 
viet Russia has accepted an Amer- 
ican proposal to hold a ten-nation 
conference July 30 to arrange for 
free international 
navigation on 


the Danube River. 
In a reply announced by the State 


Department Russia also withdrew 
previous opposition to Austria's 
taking part in the conference. Mos- 
cow said it is willing to invite Aus- 
tria to send reprcsentalivcs in a 
non-voting capacily. 
The Soviet note, dated, June 12, 
said Yugoslavia advised. It would 
be difficult to provide facilities for 
holding the conference at Belgrade.
